main Fernleigh and Pyrmont, the 
other two leading clubs, on the Oval. 

Under the rules of the Associa- 
tion, which admit the principle of 
home: and away matches, but gives 
the right to the M.C. to. place its 
best fixture on Wentworth Park, the 
clubs concerned only get five matches 
at home, during the season, unless it 
be found that some of the competing 
clubs, which have no home ground, 
have been called upon to travel twice 
to'oné of these two centres. 

In order to somewhat recompense 
these clubs,'the Association last year 
allowed ‘them a very (to them). in- 
adequate share of the revenue they 
had helped the Association to obtain. 
No allowance has yet been made this 
year, although it.és understood that 
the M.C. are now considering the 
matter. 

Canterbury. this year have had a 
very bad season, as far as winning 
matches is concerned, and have had 
therefore a fair share of home 
matches. . They -make the charge, 
‘however, that had the principle of 
home and away been in operation last 
year they would have been able to 
build up a following, strengthen their 
team, and consequently would have 
been much stronger. 

There is no doubt that the grava- 
men of their complaint—that by being 
kept away from home so long, they 
lose their following, which drifts 
either to other teams or other avenues 
of sport, has some logic in it. 

Especially is this aggravated when 
there is no. Second Grade team in 
the district which can be placed on 
the unfilled playing area. 


Granville this year have had as 
many home matches as they can rea- 
sonably expect, while the present posi- 
tion appertains.. Other clubs with. 
home grounds who have played a 
goodly number of main fixture 
matches at the Oval are Balmain 
Fernaleigh and . Balmain Gladstones. 
These clubs took on a fairly big fin- 
anctal obligation in-securing Easton 
Park for Soccer, but naturally being 
this year two of the draw cards of 
the Association, they have—Fernleigh 
especially, since it has played only 


four matches on Easton Payk this 
season—not been able to exploit the 
possibilities of that ground to their 
fullest extent. While Wentworth 
Park remains the determining factor 
however only two things can be done 
to alleviate the position. One ts that 
the Association recompense these 
‘clubs whose matches are the source 
of the revenue on the Association 
controlled grounds, and the other is 
that a scheme of guaranteeing a cer- 
tain number of home matches to each 
club be inaugurated. The latter sug- 
gestion is workable in this way. 
The Association could guarantee to 
cach club at least six home matches. 
This would be a total of thirty-six 


‘home matches, assuming that only six 


clubs possess home grownds. Fowr- 
teen matches would be played on 
Wentworth Oval, a total therefore is 
accounted’ for of 50 matches out of 
a total played af 56 matches. The 
weaker clubs with home grounds 
would in the watural order get the 
benefit of the six unaccounted for 
matches. : 

The. question follows, how is six 
matches to be guaranteed to each club 
when Granville, for instance, is re- 
quired to play Fernleigh and Pyr- 
mont each time at Wentworth Park ? 
The answer is that tf the Association 
penalises Granville for being a win- 
ning team by placing them at the 
Oval, then they should even matters 
up by requiring a losing team to 
travel twice to Granville, 

In conclusion, it ts, certain that 
around this question will wage big 
discussions in the future, and a solu+ 
tion must be found which will give 
a minimum number of home matches 
fo each club possessing a home 
ground,

DISTRICT FOOTBALL. 


A writer, in one of the évening 
papers, in suggesting a return to 
District Football as a means of 
regaining a more equal’ standard 
of play than now ‘prevails, opens 
up a question that has set Soccer 
followers by the: ears more than 
once. That the present system is 
inequitable and injurious to the 
progress of the game most people 
will admit, but the way. qut is more 
difficult than appears on the’ sur- 
face. 2 

For over forty years . certain 
centres have’ been recognised 
Soccer strongholds, whilst . scat- 
tered sections played it, in a de- 
sultory way with scant success. At 
date enthusiasm is not evenly dis- 
tributed, and the allotment of 
the districts would require to be 
gone into with great care, to 
achieve the purpose intended. 
Take Balmain Electorate, for in- 
stance it contains, ‘practically, half 
of the players engaged in First 
Grade football, and Pyrmont Glad- 
stone,-Rangers, Fernleigh, Scottish 
and Cockatoo are largely recruited 
within its borders.. Districts, con- 
sequently, must be so, adjusted as 
to give each club an equal chance 
for the League Premiership by 
limiting the thickly populated areas 
where the game has been long es- 
tablished, and granting wide terri- 
tories to clubs in outlying suburbs. 

In a scheme of this character a 
number of clubs would, no doubt, 
have to abandon the names under 
which they now piay, and names, 
not necessarily denoting boun- 
daries, but indicating localities, 
take their place. Within the Bal- 
main Municipality alone three 
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strong combinations could be easily 


mustered, with definite and com- 
pact areas assigned to. them, and 
@ keen community rivalry would 
immediately follow. The same idea 
cartied out with Pyrmont. would 
mean the revival of old names like 
Glebe, Ultimo and Annandale, and 
prevent ajl the talent concentrat- 
ing. itself in.one club, as it now 
does. The frantic chasing after 
gold-dises, and the kaleidoscopic 
changes. in the personnel of the 
clubs, during the last two seasons, 
have become so marked that some 
of the players cannot tell, without 
reference to the colours on their 
shirts, the team they are playing 
for. 

Assuming that residence be the 
basis of qualification, six months in 
one district should be the minimum 
fixed to determine players’ bona- 
fides. This rule would work harsh- 
ly with many who live in diggings, 
and frequently change them, but a 
period must be made to guarantee 
credentials. A man resident seven 
months in one district and three 
later in another, would, of course, 
be eligible to play for his old dis- 
trict. A new arrival would be per- 
mitted to play straight away for a 
club, provided he resided in its dis- 
trict, thereafter, the rule to apply. 


it might be contended that .all 
this would tend to increase the 
number of ciubs who considered 
they had First Grade claims, when 
it is more desirable to.confine that 
competition to a few. At its in- 
ception, it no doubt would, but a 
20 or even a 24 clubs premiership, 
single round only for one season, 
would decide the order of preced- 
ence, and they could be graded 
accordingly.
